Today, Prince Tuan to be Im- 


prisoned for Life 


Washington, Nov. 16—Minister Wu 


has received from Director General 
Sheng the following cablegram, which 
he communicated to Secretary Hay lo-. 
day: 


"An imperial decree of November 13 


deprives Prince Tuan and Prince 
Chwang of "their ranks and offices and 
orders them to be imprisoned for life. 


"Prince Yih and the scondary Prince 


Ying are to be imprisoned; the second- 
ary Prince Lien is to be deprived of 
his rank; Duke Lan and Ying Nieri 
are to be degraded in rank; Kangr Yi 
being dead no penalty can be imposed" 
upon him; and Chao Shu Chia will be 


degraded but retained In office, and 
Yu Hsien will be exiled to the farthest 
boundary. 


London, Nov. 15—A news agency dis- 


patch from Shanghai, referring to the 
alleged new imperial edict, depriving 
the Princes Tuan and Chwans all rank 
and offices and handing them over to 
the imperial clan court for close con- 
finement pending further punishment, 
says that the • "shment of Prince 
Tuan means tln.l .»is son, who is the 
heir apparent, can never be emneror. 


The edict also makes the early open- 


ing of formal peace negotiations prob- 
able.

Mexico has aroused the greatest inter- 
est am'ong scientific men in Montery 
and throughout the country. 


The Chinese temples alluded to are in 


the state of Sonora on the Pacific 
coast. The ruin 'of one ot the temples 
was discovered near the,town of Tires 
in that state about two year ago. 


One of the large stone tablets found 


in the ruin's was covered with carved 
Chinese characters. 


It has long been claimed that the In- 


dians of the state of Sonora are de- 
scendents of these early Chinese set- 
tlers. They possess many traditions 
and characteristics of the Chinfese. 


If the report of the finding of records 


in Pekin be verified, an expedition will 
go from here to explore further the an- 
rient temples of Sonora.

Hugh C. Moore Was Suffo- 


cated by Men Piling 


on lop of Him 


Boston, Nov. 16.—During the cane rush 


between the sophonjores and irishmen ol 
the Massachusetts institute of technology 
yesterday, Hugh C. Moore of Rochester, ; 
aged 19, a member of the freshman class, 
was so badly injured that he died while 
being taken to the hospiiaJ. 


Moore had taken part In a football 


game earlier in the afternoon. 
He had 


been sick recently, and was probably in 
no condition to take part in both con- 
tests. 
The cause of the death waa 


probably due to suffocation and exhaus- 
tion of the heart, although an autopsy 
may reveal internal Injuries as well. 


Moore was dragged from the final pile- 


up, while hands were still being counted 
upon the cane. His hrcad protruded from 
the twisted heap of lees and arm», and 
his eyes were shut. Ha was quickly car- 
ried to a f lear ?pac<>, where Dr. Mixter, 
who chanced to be present, applied res- 
toratives and did everything possible to 
revive him, but to 110 purpose. 


Nearly all the spectators had left tha 


field, and they were thus spared a shock. 
Moore, who presently lapsed into to- 
tal unconsciousness, was placed In a city 
hospital ambulance that had been sum- 
moned, but breathed his last almost as 
the door of the institution was reached. 
The young man's father was notified ol 
the event, and is expected here today. 
Being a freshman, young Moore wae not 
well known, but those who did know him 
speak of him in the highest terms. 


The rush in itself was one of the rough- 


est and most fiercely contested in the 
'-history of the M. I. T., In which tha 
sophomores won, 19 to 11. It lasted 15 
minutes, and coneistwl of a desparate 
centralized serlmmas'e, in which 
800 


young men endeavored to get their hands 
upon the cane. 


When the rush beean the freshmen 


had the oane, and about half of them wer« 
formed In a solid square to defend it. 
The other half were divided squads, de- 
signed to break the first force of the fly- 
Ing wedge, with which the sophomores 
charged the square. 
Moore was one ol 


the Immediate defenders of the cane. 
Several times the fierceness of the scrim- 
mage relaxed in order to allow some fal- 
len contestant to gain his feet. Moore's 
like misfortune went unnoticed, and he 
fell so near the centre of the fray that 
he simply had to take his chances. Theirs 
tvere others who went down when the 
cr.»"k of the pistol put an end to the 
rush, and none of them was so trampled 
or smotnered as Moore. Tech men who 
learned of the accident were profoundly 
eKocked. 


President Pritohett, some of the faculty 


and many ladies, were present at th? 
game, but had left the field before Its 
tragic ending. 


Dr. Pritchett gave his opinion that 


young Moore had met death by suffoca- 
tion, and that his over exertion, closely 
following an illness, proved to be more 
than he could stand. 


When asked about the future cans 


rushes at Tech, as affected by this fa- 
tality, President Pritchett said: "My 
relations with the student body are such 
that I have no doubt that a satisfactory 
outcome may be expected."

Johnson rushed at him with a bucket in 
ene hand' and a. stool in the other. Dean, 
realizing- his danger, drew his revolver 
and sent a bullet thiough the prisoner," 
from the effects of which the latter died 
within a few minute*. 


The official! say that Dean was perfect- 


ly justified in shooting the man, but 
Dean was arraigned before Judge Fallon 
yesterday afternoon, when he was heUd 
Without bail on the charge of murder. 


Johnson was arrested early to tha 


spring of 1S»», charged with the larceny 
of s, lot of trousers. 
He pleaded his 


own case in court and failed of con- 
viction at two appearance* before the 
grand jury.

eizes how much the p^ace of the world is 
believed to be dependent upon him. 


But for the statement contained in 


the official bulletin that his majesty's 
malady is taking a thoroughly favorable 
course, the news of his Illneas would 
have created nothing less than conster- 
nation. 
It is generally felt at the pres- 


ent critical state of international affairs 
that even a temporary weakening of the 
Influence of so favorable a factor In the 
maintenance of the world's peace jus- 
tifies great anxiety, especially as the 
czar Is regarded in Europe as a kind of 
B, counterpoise to Emperor William. 


Public anility will, therefore, remain 


•trained until the nona coo robust mon- 
arch recovers. 
In political circles any 


other issue of hie majesty's malady Is re- 
garded as a nightmare. 


The impression exists In most European 


capitals tbat the illness of Emperor Nich- 
olas is more serious than It Is repre- 
sented to be, but this is probably based 
upon knowledge that the czar's consti- 
tution is not strong, and is little likely to 
resist a serious attack. 
> 


Iii Copenhagen the illness la attributed 


to overwork In connection with the Chi- 
nese crisis, and there ia also a suspicion 
that the hygenic conditions and water 
•upply at Livadia may be faulty. 


There is no news from St. Petersburg 


en the subject beyond the official bulle- 
tins, wUHch indicate that the attack is 
only slight, no high temperature having 
yet been reached. 


A rumor is current In Rome that tha 


Illness of the czar is due to poisoning, and 
It is asserted that cipher telegrams have 
been received at the Vatican eaying that 
an attempt was made to poison both the 
emperor and empress, but that the lat- 
ter was not affected.

press. Nine in ten of the retail station- 
ers who sell thU p£t>er are of the same 
mind. All ate alike mistaken. 


It is becanae evtn the printing press 


has its limitations that tiie black border- 
er is called on to satisfy the demaad foi 
mourning statjoaerr, and members of 
this obscnre craft—most ot them women 
—fiad good in the triad that blows ill to 
others. 


The black borderer is unique in earn- 


ing larger wages probably than are paid 
to -women In any other trade that re- 
quires only manual derterity and a true 
eye. She mates freqnentlr as much as 
$35 a week, nad the most espert black 
borderers have been paid even $40 a 
week.

Wearing black tips on the ends of her 


fingers to shield them, she sits at^a broad 
table, on which a pot of glossy black 
paint, with a flat brush in it, is flanked 
by piles of fresh stock, it may be cards, 
envelopes or paper.

A Glow of Coal and Gas Tbat Has Net 


Ceased Dnrlnff a Centnry. 


A mountain which has been on fire foi 


more than 100 years is situated jus: 
west of Newcastle, C»lo. So close is it 
that its shadow envelops the town at 5 
t 
m., and yet the people thereabouts 


think no more of it than of the beautiful 
Grand rivar which washes the teet of thi> 
huge pile where the fire has burned so 
long. To the tenderfoot, however, the 
glittering patches of deep red fire, where 
it breaks out on the side of the mountain 
and is exposed to view, there is nothing 
in all the state quite its equal. 


The fire iff fed by a big veiu of coal 


which the mountain contains. Just how 
the coal became ignited is not known. 
The oldest resident says it was on fire 
when he came, and the Ute Indians, who 
once lived there, say it was burning 
many years before the first white man 
crossed the continental divide. The sup- 
positian is that the cosl was ignited by a 
forest fire at an early date in the present 
century. It has smoldered and steadily 
burned until this day. At night when th« 
moon is dark is the best time to see the 
fire. Then it U that it resembles the re- 
gions of inferno as given us in the word 
painting: of Dante. The earth covering 
the coal is loosened by the heat and falls 
away, exposing the sheet of fire. 


The escaping gas probably assistf In 


•tripping off th* rocks and dirt, and 
wherever the vein ef eoa! approaches tha 
snrfs.ee tho fire can be seen. The first 
fire 1 saw was fully 50 feet square. It 
had a peculiar red tint, while the burning 
gas coming up at the base of the coal 
vein ariaed a blight blu<; coloring to the 
•eeiie. In many places the surface of the 
mountain has sunken, showing where the 
fire has burned out its course. 


Efforts hare been made to extinguish 


the fire. Some time ago a company which 
owns a large amount of coal land con- 
structed a ditch from a point several 
miles above the mountain, into which it 
succeeded in turning the water which 
goes to form Elk creek. 


Previously a shaft hnd been sunk in 


tho mountain, and into this shaft the 
water was permittM if, flow. The thaft 
was soon felled, bnt the fire was nbora 
the level of the watrr. and the effort waa 
a failure.—Kansas City World.

On anethor occasion the cardinal saw 
these intelligent little architects build a 
floating bridge across a vessel of water 
surrounding the bottom, of an orange 
tree tub. 
They used wood iiu the' con- 


struction of this bridge, thus showing 
that they were aware of. the nature of 
the material necessary to make their 
bridge a success; also, that they pos- 
sessed no small engineering skill. 


Still more wonderful is the account by 


Dr. Bllenaorf, who writes that he saw 
ants bridge a saucer of water with a 
straw. 
He had placed the legs of a 


cupboard in saucers of water, thus, far a 
few days, preventing the ravages of the 
ants. Finally, however, they again got 
access to tbe cupboard and were as bad 
as ever. On examination he found a 
straw in one of the saucer* which lay 
obliquely across the edge of the vessel 
and touched the leg of the cupboard; the 
ants were using the straw tor a bridge. 


"I now pushed the straw abont aa inch 


away from the cupboard leg," writes JDr. 
Ellendorf, "and immediately a tarrible 
confusion arose.

immediately over the water was covered 
with hundreds of aats, feeling for the 
briduf'in every direction with the anten- 
nae, running back again and coming in 
ever larger swarms, as though they had 
communicated to their comrades within 
the cupboard the fearful misfortune that 
had taken- place.

to run alone the straw, and, not finding 
the leg of the cupboard, the greatest per- 
plexity arose. They hurried around the 
edge of the saucer, and soon found out 
where the fault lay.

An Enxtneet Say* It 1« In the Man 


«nd Hot In tne locomotive. 


"I read a piece the other day," said an 


old* locomotive engineer, "is which a 
New Orleans railroad man said that 150 
miles an honr was one of the possibilities 
of future travel. I venture to disagree 
with him, and I'll tell jou why. H» 
doesn't take into account the human 
machine in the cab. I don't doubt but 
they will build engines that can stand a 
150 mile gait, but they can't build the 
engineers. 


"On a fairly good roadbed one notices 


very little difference between 25 and 50 
miles an hdur. I mean the strain on the 
nerves isn't very materially increased, 
but anything above that limit is the pace 
that kills. The sensation is simply inde- 
scribable in words. It seems to jar every 
separate fiber in the body, and tbe ten- 
sion is so terrible that one is apt to feel 
the effect for days. The average man 
can't stand many spurts at even 65 miles 
an hour, let alone 150.

-The other was made 
through the rear of the store, ani the 
man was caugrht only when conntected 
with a crime in another city, and ar- 
rested there. There was no opportunity 
whatever for the police to catch him at 
his work, on account of the ease with 
which the rear of the store was broken 
throuffh. 


It is the case that in North Adams 


comparatively few of the stores are 
provided with suitable blinHs and bars 
in the rear. 
Such carelessness pre-, 


vails as is a standing invitation to 
those of burglarious instincts to corne 
and help themselves, with little chance 
for detection. A proper regard for safe- 
ty would lead merchants to make such 
provision for the rear of their stores as 
would en)a.ble them to be satisfactorily 
guarded from the front. It is to the 
credit of the police department that 
(with so few men, and with such care- 
lessness on the part of property owners 
the costly breaks have been so few. 
'But it Is a carelessness that must in 
jthne prove expensive. And it is an 
feasy thin'g to remedy,

CITY DEPARTMENT'ACCOUNTS 


End of Fiscal Year Approaching, and 


Departments in Good Snap* 


The close of the fiscal year for the 


city government comes with the end of 
this month, and while as yet the vari- 
ous departments are not sure as to just 
how the accounts will stand by De- 
cember 1, most of them are inl a posi- 
tion to know pretty nearly how they 
will come out. 


With a few slight exceptions, every 


department will be well within its ap- 
propriation. 
The school committee's 


position is known, the appropriation 
having been too sjnall by abiut $5000 
which the city council voted it on 
Tuesday evening. 


The police department will probably 


have quite a little balanbe, alth'ough 
just how much cannot be told. The 
fire department also expects to c'ome 
well under the limit. 


In the public works1 department, the 


sewer appropriation 
has been over- 


drawn to some extenlt, on account of 
the extra work that has been done on 
State street. The other accounts, those 
for 
streets, 
walks, 
parks, 
lights, 


bridges, and public buildings, are all 
inside the appropriations. The ceme- 
tery account 
has 
been 
overdrawn 


somewhat, on accounlt of a change of 
system in providing for the digging of 
graves, but the poor department ac- 
count is below the appropriation. The 
board of health will also have a sur- 
plus from its appropriation. 


Analysis of Berkshire's Vote 


From the Pittsfield Eagle: 
It is being recognized that this is 


the day of the independent voter and 
that fact never was more evident than 
at the election last week in reference 
to several contests in ,this 
county 


commencing at North Adams and wind 
ing up down at the other end of the 
county in Great Barrineton.- 


To commence with, in North Ad- 


ams McKinley beat Brvan by 891, 
while one republican candidate for 
representative could boast of but 13 
plurality, while Senator Tolman sot 
but 67 more votes than the democra- 
tic nominee for senator. 


Next conn.es the town oS Adams 


where out of 1110 votes cast for pres- 
ident, McKinley had a Plurality of 498 
over Bryan while at the same time, 
the democratic candidate for senator, 
Mr. Morin carried the town over Tol- 
man 334, a chang-e of 842 votes between 
McKinley and Tolman. 


In Pittsfield things ran more even: 


McKinley's plurality was 49? and Tol- 
man's 393, but still one republican rep- 
resentative fot in by a plurality of on- 
ly 27. 


Down in llee the greatest contrast 


is observed: in the totai vote of about 
770 of which McKinley secured a lead 
of 82 over Bryan, the democratic can- 
didate for representative, Mr. Casey, 
rec'vpd a majority of 447 over his re- 
publican opponent. 


Further down the county in Great 


Barrington McKinley 
carried 
the 


town by 153 but the demoerats, Shru- 
felt for representative 
and Douglas 


for register had nluralities of 252 and 
257 respectively. 
In a number of the

Mention was made a day or so 


fii this paper of the fact that an eor 
demic of diphtheria in Clinton wa» 
believed by the board of health of that 
town to have been started from a rum- 
mage sale, in which old clothing car- 
ried the germs. This question aroused 
great interest all over the state, for the 
rummage sale has now become a craze 
so great that hardly a town or city in 
the state is so small that it has not 
had at least one of these sales.' of 
which this city has had two within a 
week. 


The rummage sale idea, however, has 


been hit hard by the reports from Clin- 
ton, and the state board of health as 
well as the board of health of Boston 
has had the matter brought to its at- 
tention. 


A newspaper clipping containing tHe 


statement of the Clinton epidemic was 
shown to Dr. Samurl H. i>urzin, chair- 
man of the Boston board of health, by 
a "reporter, and when he had read It he 
said: "I should look upon the rummaire 
sale as a possible, rather than a prob- 
able means of conveying infectious dis- 
ease." 


"Is the possibility so great that the 


rummage sales ought to be stopped?" 
he was asked. 


"With the meager thought I have 


given to it I should say not. The rum- 
mage sale is a method by which 
a 


great many 
useful 
things can be 


brought from disuse into use bv those 
who are in great need of them, and 
who can get them for little or nothing. 


"In a general way I would say that 


the danger in regard to diphtheria is 
very light. If I were to speak any word 
of caution, it would be that the best 
judgment ought to be used in picking 
up the things for the rummage sale. 
That is as far as I ought to go in 
speakinsr offhand. 


"But I will sav this, that the danger 


of spreading diphtheria is not as great 
in a rummage sale as it is traveling in 
a public vehicle, like a crowded street 
car, for instance, where you are likely 
to come in contact with real infectious 
diseases in mild form. 


"I will also add that indiscriminate 


kissing is another danger that is great- 
er than the rummase sales." 


Dr. Samuel W. Abbott, chairman of 


the state board of health, exoressed 
similar ideas. He said: "The rummage 


j*sale, no doubt, is a means of spreading 


infectious diseases, and, although not 
a direct means, still an indirect means. 
It is not a direct means, such as is to 
be found in crowding children together, 
as in a Sunday school concert, or in * 
children's party, or in school. Nor is 
it a direct means, such as having child- 
ren drink from the same cup or swan- 
ping lead and slate pencils. Neither is 
it as direct a means as swapping whis- 
tles amonr boys. 


"Yet you cannot say it is not a means 


for spreading disease, for I understand 
old clothing oftentimes forn.s a lares 
part of the goods at the rumrnase 
sales, yet it would be difficult to pin 
down contagion to any particular case, 
because it is so indirect. 


"Clothing 
coming 
from 
infected 


houses, migrht snread some of the most 
infectious diseases."

the train. This was granted, and New- 
ton unfastened one handcuff on his 
wrist. Upon entering the closet Hart- 
well suddenly raised the window, and 
though the train was running at a 
rapid race sprang out. He escaped in- 
jury and made for the woods.

Maloney. William 
H. 


Pritchard, cashier of the A~3ams na- 
tional bank, identified a check of $4000 
which William T. Turner gave in pay- 
ment for a place purchased of the 
plaintiff. 


John II. Mack also testified In regard 


to this transaction, and there were 
several other i\ itncsscs, who told what 
they knew of some minor features con- 
nected with it. 


The claim of the plaintiff is that she 


gave the late Deputy Sheriff Maloney 
?3400 to give the defendant for safe- 
keeping, and that he has never paid it 
back to her, and neither did Maloney, 
before he committed suicide. 


The defendant said on the stand yes- 


terday that he didn't know the money 
belonged to Mrs. Barber in fact, he 
supposed all the time it belonged to 
Maloney, until one day a short time be- 
fore Maloney died he came over to 
Mr. Lonergan's store and wanted to 
draw out $200. During the conversa- 
tion that followed he intimated to the 
defendant .that the capital belonged to 
Mrs. Barber. Upon receiving this in- 
formation, L/onergan says he told Ma- 
loney that he didn't care to have the 


I $3400 in his care any longer, as he wish- 


ed to have nothing to do with her af- 
fairs. 


Lonergan further says that he then 


went to the bank, drew out the $3400 
and paid it to the late deputy sherfff 
that day. He further said that Mrs. 
Barber never came for the money until 
the day after the deputy sheriff com- 
mitted suicide.

matter is what the jury will have to 
decide.

It is fr««ly admitted that fish that ut- 


ter sounds are not rare to a remarkable 
extent, but to translate these sounds into 
the English or any other language and be 
able to appreciate the ieelins» of the den- 
izens of the deep at various thrilling 
etages of their nncertaio career* is be- 
yond the kes of ordinary mortals. We 
are told that a fisherman out at sea land- 
ed a strange fish in his boat and that the 
finny captlre immedintely opened iti 
mouth and began to gruat and groan so 
loudly as to attract attention. The fish- 
erman took it up and was so convinced 
that it was talking and bexging for liber- 
ty that he tossed it back into the brine. 


More musical than the noise made b" 


any fish is said to be that of the eel, 
while the loudest sound uttered by a fish 
is that of the dogfish. Both the lunjrfish 
and the dmrnfish utter singular bfi-king 
sor.r.'ls of peculiar resonance, an<J Tvbnle3 
have beer, knorm'to cry out as if for help 
•vrhen they hare been stranded. Of the 
salmon and the trout little has been 
learned so far as fish talk on their part is 
concerned, but this may be due in a 
measure to the fact that the man with 
the rod has never felt inclined to devote 
his ear to patient listening of a well 
(Stocked stream. If these favorite fish 
could talk, what tales they might unfold, 
what reputations they might blast. 


Perhaps it is best for ns all that the 


trout is not gifted with eloquence like the 
eel and gizzard shad. Perhaps, too, it 
were better fer ns to continue on merely 
a glancing acquaintance, a gastronomical 
acquaintance. If fishes talk, they might 
eren betray us to ourselves 'and take 
•way from ns the joy of our own decep- 
tions. Nevertheless, it is a question for 
debate whether the noises produced by 
certain fish can be considered as a lan- 
guage er as expressions of the emotions 
fraught with meaning. Without a doubt 
we shall soon be in receipt of a batch of 
communications from mountain resorts 
and watering places throwing light on 
the* matter of fish talk, and it is not im- 
probable that we may learn that some 
Bostonian scientist has already prepared 
a table of codfish sounds and their mean- 


! ings BO that a fisherman may sit still 


•with line or net and call the fish to Mm 
at will.— San Francisco News Letter.

Municipal League 
Votes 


Unanimously to Make Him 


Its Candidate for Mayor 


NO DEFINITE ANSWER FROM HIM 


He Doet Not Wish to Accept and Will 


, 
Take Till Next Sunday, tt De- 


cide. Reported Issue ef 


No License 


The Citizens' municipal league held 


its first meeting of the season last eve- 
ning in its rooms in the Adams block 
on Main street. There was a large\ at- 
tendance, 
and 
much, interest 
was 


shown in the preliminary discussion ot 
the campaign. 


The subject of the mayojalty was the 


one of chief interest. As was antici- 
pated, the members of the league were 
united in iheir belief that William Dob- 
son, 
who has for two vears been the 


league's candidate, should ,be placed in 
nomination again. A vote was taken, 
and it was unanimous in favor of the 
nomination of Mr. Dobson. 


Mr. Dobson was present, and sooke 


at some length in r%ply to this Vote. 
He said that he would prefer that the 
league withdraw its nomination, as he 
felt that he was not in a position to 
run on account of his duties as gen- 
eral secretary of the" Bricklayers' in- 
tern ationol union of America. He was 
not willing to accept the nomination 
last evening, saying1 that if he made 
a decision then ho should be forced to 
decline. 


He was therefore allowed by the 


league until next Sunday to consider 
the matter and to make his answer 
then. There xvill be a meeting of the 
league next Sunday afternoon at " 
"o'clock, at which all members ar$ re- 
quested to be present. The question of 
the mayoralty will in all probabilitv 
be definitely decided at that time. 


It was generally reported today that 


the league had also decided to make 
the no-license question one of the Is- 
sues of the campaign, and to run Mr. 
Dobson on a no-license 
platform. 


Many of the members are Individually 
in favor of this, but a leading member 
said today that nothing: was said at 
last night's meeting about the subject, 
and that so far as now seemed T>ro6- 
able, the league would not as a body 
make this one of Its Issues. 


As to the question of Mr. Dobson's 


consenting to run, there Is some doubXI 
felt among members of the league, on 
account of Mr. Dobson's present busi- 
ness, which is such as ..«/ taJce a ereat 
deal of his tlrn«. It is the general im- 
pression, however, that Mr. Dobson 
will take the nomination, and that the 
campaign will be in many respects a 
duplicate of that of a year azo. 


In addition to the mayoralty busi- 


ness at the meeting of the league, the 
committee on the coming fair of the 
league reported that 500 season tickets 
had been sold up to date, and that 
there was every Indication of a tnoflt 
successful fairw It will open in Odd 
Fellows' hall on the evening of De- 
cember 1, and will contiue through the 
following week. 
» 
Democratic Cmicnsei and CotiK ration 


The democratic city committee met 


last evening, and there was a large at- 
tendance. It was voted to have the 
democratic caucuses on Monday eve- 
ning, November 26, and the city con- 
vention one week later, or Monday 
evening, December 3. 


This puts the caucuses one nieht 


earlier than the republican caucuses, 
but the convention four days later. 


On the question of apportionment, it 


was decided to leave the number of 
Delegates as ith as been before, five for 
each ward, makinsr the wards fare a'ike 
in the matter of representation. There 
was no discussion of candidates at the 
meetins. 


Republican Club 


The city republican club held a. well 


attended meeting in its rooms in the 
Martin block last evenins. President 
Robinson presided. There were a num- 
ber of short addresses, but there was 
little business done. 


It was voted to appoint 1. committfifi 


consisting of seven from each ward, 
to consult with the republican city 
committee in regard to candidate* at 
the caucuses. This committee was ap- 
pointed, and will meet in a day or so. 


For Library Trnwtc*' 


The question of the election of a li- 


brary trustee a-t the coming city elec- 
tion has so far not brought out much 
discussion. The election is to fill -a 
vacancy caused by the death of Ar- 
thur Robinson last spring. The name 
of William Arthur Gallup has been 
suggested, and a number of those in- 
terested in the affairs of the library 
are anxious that he should be induced 
to run. As a man of affairs, good busi- 
ness judgment, and at the same tima 
an interest in matters, that concern 
the library -it is felt that he would be 
one of the best men in the city for the 
position and a determined effort will be 
made to induce him to become a can- 
didate. 


FIFTH LICENSE GRANTED 


Whalen Bros on State Streit. Another 


License Called for Eviction 


Th« license commissioners Ijeld 
a 


special meeting at city hall this morn- 
Ing at 11 o'clock and granted a first and 
fourth class liquor license to Thomas 
Whalen & Co., to sell liquor at 36 State 
street. 


This is the last of the licenses to be 


granted as a result of the recent cenl- 
8us. It was decided some time ago to 
give the license to the Whalen brothers 
if they should find a suitable place 
other than 36 State street, for which 
they applied. Peter Sorell occupied the 
house, and both applied for a license 
there. When it was granted to the 
Whalens, there was no agreement be- 
tweenl them that Mr. Sorrall was to 
leave. The commissioners were averse 
to granting another on that side of the 
atreet, and told the Whalens to secure 
another place. This has proved im- 
possible, and yesterday an agreement 
was reached whereby the saloon is to 
be conducted there by the Whaleni 
brothers, and. Mr. Sorell is to keep his 
hotel and restaurant there as well. 


The other licensed places are either 


opened or soon1 to be. There was a 
lively time on Stat street yesterday af- 
ternoon, in the plfece which Fitzgerald 
& Ryan have secured for their saki'on. 
The place has been! occupied by Moses 
Rudnick, and although he has no lease, 
he refused to leave the location. A dis- 
possession order was secured, and the 
eviction took place yesterday. It was 
not a peaceful one, and as fast as the 
goods were taken out of the store they 
were taken back in again) by followers 
Of Mr. Rudnick. Finally the number 
of those moving goods out exceeded the 
number of those moving them back 
again, and the result was that the place 
was cleared, and turned over to the 
saloon firm. 


CAN'T CUT PRICE' ON DRUGS 


Druggists] Must Get Permission [o 


Manufacturers to do So 


Local druggists and others who re- 


tail patent medicines are much inter- 
ested irl *the decision which has been 
handed down by the full bench of the 
Massachusetts supreme court in the 
case of Dr. Julius Garst against Frank 
M. Harris, a Worcester druggist. 


The ruling is practically that retail- 


ers cannot sell a patent medicinie at a 
retail price less than that fixed by the 
manufacturer without the manufac- 
turer's consent. 
The action . was 


brought by the proprietors of a certain 
patented medical preparation, but it is 
understood that several others were in- 
terested in the prosecution ef the mat- 
ter as a test case. The plaintiff claimed 
that at the time 'of selling the goods to 
defendant, there was an agreement ntot 
to cut the regular price, and the court 
held that the agreement was binding 
even though not in! writing and the de- 
fendant was liable for damages for 
cutting: the price. 


It has been suggested that the same 


principle might apparently 
apply to 


any other patented article, the same as 
to a paten't medicine, which would 
make' the Judgment; of wide-reaching 
effect, especially In prepared foods and 
condiments, in wliich 
an 
enormous 


trade is carried on by grocers gen'ar- 
•ally. There are scores of other lines of 
business which would be affected, and 
if the principle laid down in the judg- 
j-'ment can be generally applied, it will 
lay hur.ilreds 'of thousands of retailers 
open to suits for damage "and to being 
mulcted in heavy costs. 


GOLD FEVER HITS HARD 


Anothir Mine, This Time in Readsbort, 


To Be Develeped 


That the gold minfng ^fever 
has 


struck this part of New Knsrland, and 
struck it hard, is pretty certain. The 
news of the formation of a local com- 
pany to develope the u/ons mine in 
the Notch, 'is followed by the news 
of a rich strike in Readsboro, Vt., in 
which an attempt if now being made 
to interest local men. 


William C. Dayis of Pittsfleld and 


John P. Davies of Readsboro, who is 
well known locally are in the city with 
samples of ore, and stories of assays, 
and are bringing the matter to the at- 
tention of local mt-n. Their plan is to 
organize a mining and milling company 
with a capital of $40,000 to be incor- 
porated under the laws of the state of 
Vermont. It will be called the Brown 
mining and milling company, this be- 
ing the name of the company which 
was formed in Readsboro about 10 
years agro to develop the same property 
At that time a shaft about 20 feet de»»i 
was struck, but 'he business was not 
carried on, as is now said, on account 
of lack of experience, so that the men 
then interested did not recognize that 
they had struck the vein. 


Messrs. Davis and Davies have a 


joint lease on the property now. Thev 
also have the rig-hts of the Sutrihen 
system for the state of Vermont. 


An assav of the ore made in Boston 


showed it to yield $10.91 a ton. A later 
assay by the Sutnhen system showed 
$14.50 a ton, and the men are confident 
that they have at least a $15 a ton 
proposition. 


The first test run was made at Reads- 


boro last week, and Dr. H. P. "War* 
of that town broke the crucible and 
was {riven the first button of grold. 


Professor Sutnhen of Glens Falls is 


also in the city todav, and visited the 
Notch, to see about planning the build- 
ings for the i>!ant to be installed at 
the Lyons mine.
